The Park Commission is considering 
various means of beautifying the streets 
and avenues upon which improvements 
are now under way. Tree planting and 
improvement of parkways along Central, 
Baldwin, Mountain Trail and Grand 
View avenues are receiving careful con¬ 
sideration. The co-operation of prop- i 
erty owners is sought in the matter, _nd 
to this end a mass meeting of property 
owners along those avenues has been 
called for next Wednesday evening, 
June 24 at 7:30 o’clock at the city hall. ' 
It is hoped that steps towrrd uniform ! 
and artistic development of the streets 1 
may be taken then. 

Under the Vrooman act the city has 
power to order trees planted and paid 
for by the property owners affected in 
the same way as any other street im¬ 
provements are effected. This meeting 
may be the only opportunity for prop¬ 
erty owners to express themselves 
publicly on the subject before the trees 
are ordered planted, and they are es¬ 
pecially urged by the Park Commission 
to be present. 

The establishing of permanent grades . 
upon the streets named gives an oppor- 
tunity for beautifying the city along , 
uniform and artistic lines. The com- 1 
mission hopes to interest property . 
owners during the summer before the ] 
tree-planting time in the fall arrives, so , 
that when the time for action is here , 
there may be nothing to hinder the , 
good work.

There is no better plan than this for r 
school buildings, no matter from what f 
point they are considered. Sierra 
Madre is fortunate above most cities in t 
this respect. Such a buildsng renders c 
impossible anything like the Collin- f 
wood catastrophe. Each room has its v 
own outdoor exit, which obviates the 
danger of panics on stairways and in p 
tortuous halls. Perfect sanitation as to t] 
light and air are provided for and the ti 
building is, in fact, a thing of beauty. s
